Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

Reference is made to your undated response to our letter of 
15 April 1977 which provided you with copies of Navy and Marine 
Corps originated documents concerning Lee Harvey Oswald which 
had been referred by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) in 
connection with your Freedom of Information Act request to that 
agency. In your response you indicated that you had "...made 
requests of other agencies that include every Oswald Navy record, 
requests required to have been forwarded under the Act..." and 
you wanted "...all other Oswald records, regardless of form or 
origin. " 

Please be advised we have not seen any request concerning 
Lee Harvey Oswald made by you, including your request to the CIA. 

As we indicated in our previous letter, we were notified that you 
were one of a number of individuals who made requests to the CIA, 
and the documents forwarded for processing were those contained in 
the files of the CIA. Therefore, your response is being considered 
as a request, pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act, for records 
concerning Lee Harvey Oswald . 

This Service does have file holdings concerning Lee Harvey 
Oswald, which consist of four volumes. Included in those file 
holdings are Navy and Marine Corps originated documents, as well 
as documents originated by other U.S. Government departments, 
agencies and activities, and numerous newspaper articles. This 
Service's holdings would not include all Navy originated documents 
concerning Lee Harvey Oswald, and it is doubtful that there is any 
one activity within the Navy Department which is a central reposi- 
tory for all Navy originated documents regarding Lee Harvey Oswald. 

An example of this was included in the material released to you by 
our previous letter. Lee Harvey Oswald's application for review 
of discharge of 18 June 1962 and the Discharge Review Board letter 
of 25 July 1963 were not part of this Service's file holdings on 
him. Upon receipt of the copies of those documents from the CIA 
this Service cleared the release of them to you and the other 
requesters through liaison with the Navy Discharge Review Board.

"Waiver of Fees 


1. In general, charges shall be waived or reduced when it 
is determined that release of a requested record primarily benefits 
the general public and, therefore, is in the public interest. 
Examples of common situations in which such a determination may 
be made include: 


a. The recipient of the benefits is engaged in a nonprofit 
activity designed for public safety, health or welfare: 

b. Payment of the full costs or fee by a state, local 
government or nonprofit group would not be in the interest of the 
program; 
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
